Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
10/29/2007 has been entered. 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior arts 
Mizutome et al (6,037,920), Mikami et al (6,727,875 B1) and Takahashi et al (US 
4,789,899) does not disclose a ferroelectric liquid crystal display, comprising: a gate 
driving circuit for applying substantially identical first and second scan pulses to 
each one of the plurality of gate lines during one frame period of the LCD panel; 
and a data driving circuit for applying first and second data voltages having the 
same gray scale value to the data lines of the LCD panel in synchrony with the 
first and second scan pulses during the one frame period of the LCD panel, 
wherein the first and second scan pulses are applied at an interval in time each 
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other during the one frame period of the LCD panel; and wherein the first and 
second data voltages are applied at an interval in time each other during the one 
frame period of the LCD panel as claimed in Claim 1. 

The prior arts Mizutome et al (6,037,920), Mikami et al (6,727,875 B1) and 
Takahashi et al (US 4,789,899) does not disclose a driving method of a ferroelectric 
liquid crystal display, comprising applying first and second scan to each of the 
plurality of gate lines during one frame period of the LCD panel: and applying first 
and second data voltages having the same gray scale value to the plurality of 
data lines in synchrony with the first and second scan pulses during one frame 
period of the LCD panel, wherein the first and second scan pulses are applied at 
an interval in time each other during the one frame period of the LCD panel; and 
wherein the first and second data voltages are applied at an interval in time each 
other during the one frame period of the LCD panel as claimed in Claim 10.
